The measures received mod- 
est approval [rom the New 
Democrats and Creditistes but 
were strongly criticized by Op- 
position Leader Robert Stan- 
field. He said the white paper 
was an inadequate response to 
the needs of Canadians living in 
poverty. 

Major adjustments are rec- 
ommended in ‘the current fam- 
Hly-allawance and old age secu- 
rity programs, Adoption of a 
guaranteed annual income is re- 
Jected a3 too costly, uncertain 


‘and ineffective. 


Under proposals regarding 
family allowances, those with 
incomes up to $4.500 will qualify 
for the top rate of $16 per child 
under 16 years. The allowance 
would ve decreased as income 
increased up to $10,001 where 
benefits would be entirely cut 
off. 


Under the present system, all 
families with children under 16 
are eligble for allowances of $6 
or $8 depending on childrens’ 
ages. 

In another departure [from 
current practice. all, family al- 


. lowances would be taxable. 


Families would be required to 
apply annually for family aflow- 
ances stating their salary level

Constitution Drafted 
For Church Union 


TORONTO (CP) — The draft 
of 2 proposed constitution for 
the church that some day may 
become the national Protestant 
church of Canada was approved 
Monday by the general commis- 
sion on church union. It was 
“hammered out point by point, 
almos word by word. 

There was no disagreement 
among the 48 theologians and 
laymen, from many parts of 
Canada, on the structural or- 
ganizaticn of the church that 
proponents of union hope will 
replace the Anglican Church of 
Canada and the United Church 
of Canada. 

This was agreed to in general 
_terms in thé Principles of Ui 
adopted in 1965 by the 
churches. About six million per- ~ - 
sons profess adherence to these 
churches,

Mr.-Robarts himself has been non-com- 
mittal on the subject, but this in itself perhaps 
ds indication enough of Something in the wind, 
maybe the handing’ over of leadership to a 
younger man (Education Minister William 
Davis has been mentioned) in preparation for 
the next election. } 

Not that Mr. Robarts is so very advanced 
in years, He is 53 and yet he has been premier 
for nine ‘years. The rigors of politics are such 
that a man cannot be blamed for considering 
even in comparative youtit that his own per- 
sonal life, as well as the affairs of the province, 
might be better seryed by a change in the 
leadership at this time. 2 
—Politiclans are not supposed to be without 
an answer, they are not supposed to show 
weakness or-vacillation. In short they must 
always be ready with a smile and their interest 
in anything and everything.

proved lighting sets and only 
non flammable decorations be 
used. 

Christmas trees are highly 
flammeble and therefore no 
one should smoke near them 
or light matches or accumu- 
late gift wrappings under- 
neath them. 

“Set up the tree away [rom 
heat sources such .as fire- 
places, TV sets or radiators. 
Do not allow it to block ac- 
cess to doors or windows in 


the event of fire. Switch off 
tree lights at bedtime or

Its transportation has sig-, 
nificance for both Northern 
and Belleville.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House of Representatives com- 
merce committee approved 
today a bill to delay a United 
States -wide railway strike 
threatened for 12:01 a.m. EST 
Thursday until March 1. The 
vote was 19 to 14.

He did not disclaim Ca- 
nada‘s role in the pollution of 
this country’s own environ-

‘in theNast 10 years, in partic- 


ular, we have taken steps to 
redress some of the errors 
and we have learned that ad- 
equate treatment and recycl- 
ing of wastes. is achievab‘e. 

“Because the rate of growth 
In the U.S. has far outstrip- 
ped the growth in Canada on 
all lakes except Lake Ontario, 
and because waste treatment 
he not had the priority that 
it deserves in the US., we 
are extremely alarmed about 
the future.”

Inc., a reliable source close to 
the hockey team confirmed Wednesday. 

Negotiations, however, now are out of the Penguins’ 
owners’ hands and are being conducted by the National 
»» Hockey League. 

Metromedia, owner of the Ice Capades, emerged as the 
No. 1 prospective buyer after Penguins’ owner Donald 
: Parsons failed to find a buyer by Dec. 3, a date set by the 
NHL for some kind of settlement. 

Parsons had wanted $7 million for the Penguins, but 
there were no takers, and‘ after attendance at games in- 
creased sharply this season, the NHL said the franchise 
must stay in Pittsburgh. 

On Dec, 1, the Parsons group relinquished all rights to 
the club in an agreement with the NHL, 

The prospective buyer reportedly would pay $4.5 million 
for the Penguins which includes payment of a 3.5-million 
note long overdue to Mellon Bank, $500,000 to the league 
- and $300,000 for the total value of notes held by original 


stockholders after they sold 80 per cent of the franchise to 


the Parsons group in 1967.

Lake Champlain 
Paper Mill Sludge 


TICONDEROGA, N.Y. (AP) 
— Will the Green Mountain 
Boys lose the second battle of 
Ticonderoga 

The Vermonters won the first 
skirmish in 1775. Today, Ver- 
monters threaten a legal battle 
before the United States Su- 
preme Court over the same [s- 
sue—Lake Champlain. 

Ethan Allen’s rag-tag band of 
80 woodsmen and farmers sur- 
prised the British garrison 
sleeping behind the ramparts of 
Fort Ticonderoga nearly 200 
years ago. 

No ‘longer vital as the wilder- 


mess gateway to Canada, 100 - 


mile Lake Champlain, which 
forms Vermont's scenic western 
border, is threatened by mas- 
sive pollution. 

Gov. Deane C. Davis and fel- 
low Vermonters have sought for 
months toa force the Interna- 
tional Paper Co, and the state 
of New York to clean up a mess 
that conservationists say {s kill- 
ing the lake. 

A million and a half cubic 
yards of paper mill sludge, 
nearly half the bulk of the 
Great Pyramid of Egypt, ex- 
tends a putrid delta into the 
narrow end of the lake. 

The sludge covers 300 acres of 
the shallow lake bottom. Partly 
organic wood fibre, it boils and 
stinks like a witch's cauldron In 
the summer, consuming the ox- 
ygen of the lake as it decays. 

For nearly half a century the 
International Paper Co. mill has 
dumped refuse into Ticonderoga 
Creek. It flows a half mile fur- 
ther to empty into Lake Cham- 
plain. 

Last week, Vermont officials 
were thwarted by the US. 
Army Corps of Engineers when 


they tried to prevent the paper 
company from opening a new 
$80 million mill four miles north 
of Ticonderoga before they 
cleaned up the mess at the old 
mill 


+ The new mill will use about 20 
million gallons of Lake Cham- 
plain water each day, which 
will be returned to the lake vir- 
tually devoid of pollution, com- 
pany officials said. 

Vermonters say that Ralph 
Kittle, a vice-president of the 
International Paper Co., is a 
member of President Nixon's 
pollution control board. 

‘The complex Issue of the lake 
was transferred to the new fed- 
eral environmental conservation 
agency last week. William 
Ruckelhaus, administrator-des- 
ignate of the agency, assured 
Vermont's senior Senator 
George D. Aiken that an order 
fssued .by Interior Secretary 
Walter J. Hickel before he was 
fired. setting Dec. 15 as a dead- 
line for New York to file a plan 
to eliminate the sludge bed.

OTTAWA (CP) —

— Monthly unemplyment ‘figures 
in 1970 will average more than six’ per cent, making it - 


the worst year for the jobless in nine years. 

. Finance Minister Edgar Benson is\counting on a 
steadily declining rate of unemployment over the next 
several months but official sources hint that there 
might well be little improvement in the annual figure 


projected for 1971. 


The government and. econo- 
mists generally attach great im- 
portance to the seasonally-ad- 
justed rate of unemployment 
each month, This is arrived at 
by mathematical and statistical 
processes designed to show the 
effect of unemployment if all 
the usual seasonal variations 
are taken out. 

But they barely disguise the 
fact, for instance, that 476,000

' Met with Good Response 


*HALIFAX (CP) — Restric- 
tions placed on haddock fishing 
in thé northwestern Atlantic, as 
one method to revive the rapid- 
ly-dwindling species, met with 
excellent response from the 
baddockishing nations, 

However. some quarters, par- 
ticularly in the U.S., feel the 
move may have been ‘too little 

=~ too late. : ‘ 

Fifteen member nations of the 
International Commission for 
Northwest Atlantic Fisheries 
(ICNAF) including Canada, 

*- agreed to a two-month Ban on 
fishing in three major haddock 
» areas off the East Coast. 

The March and April ban in 
the soawning areas will be en- 
forced in 1971 and 1972 as will 
haddock quotas for the 10 re. 
maining months. These quotas 
limit the total catch from the 
George's Bank area to 12,000 


metric tons while Brown's 
Bank, another prime haddock 
ground for Canadian vessels, 
has a limit of 18,000 tons. 

Canadian fisheries officials 
report only “a couple of inci- 
dents” during the spring ban 
and say two Canadian vessels 
were prosecuted as a result. 

Although the spring ban in the 
restricted areas applies only to 
haddoc’x. it literally means no 
net fishing of any kind, Only 
equipment allowed to operate in 
the restricted zones is scallop 
dragging gear. s

Ends Without Verdict 


ALSDORF, West Germany 
(AP) — An Aachen state court 
today ended the 2!s-year-long 
thalidomide trial, without a for-:

malformed infants a decade 
ago. 
Judge Benno Dietz, reading a 
page explanation of the 
“court's ruling, sald there was a 
definit# correlation between the 
marketing of the drug in West 
Germany from 1957 to 1961 and 
the thousands of babies” born 
during those years with mal- 
formed or missing limbs. 

The judge also held thalido- 
mide responsible for causing 
nerve damage in some adult 
users. 

It was the ‘longest trial in’ 
West German history. 

Five past or present employ- 
ees of Chemie Gruenenthal, the 
company that produced © the 
drug, were charged in a 972- 
page indictment with negligent 
manslaughter, inflicting bodily 
injury and violating federal 
drug laws. 

The defence moved Dec. 7 
that the trial be ended with no 
verdict .and the prosecution ac- 
cepted the motion because 
Chemi* Gruenenthal had set up 
a $27.3 milllon fund for mal- 
form+} children and agreed to 
pay -$1.09 million to the adult 
olairtiffs who claimed they suf- 
fered nerve damage.

“I suppose you might call 
me a member of the Silent 
Majority,” the man said. 
“What frustrates me is that 
I have strong convictions, but 
I lack the ability to express 
them well. They don’t’ come 
out sounding like the way I 
mean them, when I run into 
someone who opposes my

This, I suppose,is what 
many people iy think 
about themselves — that they 
simply lack the adequate tools 
of communication. In most 
cases, I don't believe it’s true: 
anybody of average ability 
who can think a clear thought 
can also express it clearly. 

As be and I talked, I drew 
him out. There was nothing 
wrong with the way he put 
things, but there was an inner 
contradiction in his thinking 
which he was unaware of, and 
which was responsible for mud- 
dying up the [ree Now of his 
expression. 

Let me give you an example 
of what I mean. This man is 
extremely active in an or- 
ganization that is fighting the 
gun“ laws: he doesn’t want 
any government impinging on 
his right to “bear arms”.

people's hands. 

In his mind, these two sub- 
jects exist in separate, 
tight compartments. But, 
reality, they are related. Why 
does. a person have a right to 
buy a gun that can kill some- 
one, but not a right to buy a 
pornographic book or picture 
that cannot be demonstrated 
to even injure anyone in a 
moral or intellectual sense?

~ JERUSALEM (Reuter) — Is- 
raell Premier Golda Meir ap- 
pealed today to Egypt to open a 
new page of peace in relations 
between the two countries, 


The ‘premier was addressing 
the Knesset (parliament) on the 
goevrnment's decision to return 
to the Middle East peace talks 
from “which Israel withdraw 
Sept. 6 to. protest an alleged 
Egyptian missile build-up along 
the Suez canal in violation of 
the ceasefire agreement. 


Mrs. Meir said Israel was re- 
turning to the talks. under UN 
envoy Gunnar Jarring without 
any prior conditions and she re- 
jected Egyptian threats of a re- 
newal of hostilities. 

“According to the basic prin- 
ciples of the policy of the gov- 
ernment, we are going to the 
negotiations under Jarring with- 
out. any prior conditions and 
with the will and readiness not 
only to present our attitude but 
also to listen to the proposals of 
the other side, in’ the’ negotia- 
tios,” she told a packed house. 


“We at the same time reject 
any threat of a reopening of fire 
and we think that the negotia- 
tions will have value only if 
they are conducted out of toler- 
ance and a mutual desire to 
reach an agreement,” she 
added. ——
